3 HF art of Aſtrology is divided into two parts the 
9 one ſpeculative or theorical (viz. the aſtronomical 

part.) The other practical (or the aſtrological or judi- 
ciary part.) The firſt teaches and directs us how to know 
the ſtars and planets, and to find their places and moti- 
ons, &c. The ſecond part direQs us to the knowledge 
of the influence and operations of the ſtars and planets 
upon ſublunary bodies, and without this laſt the former 
part is of little uſe. Aſtronomy cannot direct or inform 
us of the ſecret influences and operations of the ſtars and 
planets, without the aſſiſtance of the moſt ſublime art of 
Aſtrology. For Aſtronomy is converſant about the ſub. 
ject of this art, and doth furniſh the Aſtrologer with 
matter whereon to exerciſe his judgment, but Aſtrology 
diſpoſes this matter into predictions, or rational conjec- 
tures, as time and occaſion requires. : 
The practice part is again ſubdivided into two parts, as 
Ptolemy, lib 2, Quadripartite declares, the firſt conſiders 
the general (tate of the world, and from eclipſes, comets, 
great conj unctions, annual revolutions, quarterly ingrel- 
ſes and lunations, alſo the riſing, culminating and ſetting 
of the fixed ſtars, together with the configurations of 
the planets both to the ſun and among themſelves, judg- 
ment is deduced, and the Aſtrologer doth frame his an- 
nual predictions of all ſenſitive and vegitative things liv- 
ing in the air earth or water, of plague, plenty, dearth, 
mutations of the air, wars, peace and other general ac- 
cidents of countries, provinces, Cities, &c. The ſecond 
of theſe ſubdivided parts, is particular, and reſpects only 
the private ſtate of every fingle man and woman, which 
muſt be performed from the ſcheme of the nativity, the 
knowledge of which 1s of moſt excellent uſe to all per- 
ſons. Thereſore let the nativities of children be dili- 
gently obſerved for the future, that is to ſay the day, 
hour and minute of birth as near as can be, which will 
be of uſe to. theaſtrological phyſician, for the moſt prin- 
| |cipal conjecture of the malignity of the diſeaſe, whether 
it be curable, or ſhall end with death, depends upon the 
knowledge of the nativity; and very rarely any diſeaſe 


invades 
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invades a perſon, but ſome unfortunate direction of the 
luminaries or aſcendant to the body or beams of malig- 
nant planets preceded the ſame, or did then operate, or 
at leaſt ſome evil revolution, profe&ion, or tranſit, which 
cannot be diſcovered by any other way but by Aſtrology. 
Moreover it would be convenient that the true time of 
the firſt falling ſick be obſerved preciſely, and by that, 
together with the nativity be Judiciouſly compared, the 
Phyſician ſhall gain more credit than by all his other 
kill; and herein the Aſtrologer's foreſight ſhall often 
contradict the judgment of the Phyſician ; for when the 
Aſtrologer foretells a phlegmatic man, that at ſuch a time 
he ſhall be afflicted with a choleric diſeaſe, the Doctor 
will perceive by his phyſical ſymptoms, the Aſtrologer, 
from his knowledge in more ſecret cauſes of nature, hath 
excelled him in his art, Now if God Almighty do not 


the matter of the elementary bodies here below be not 
unproportionable, and thereby unapt to raceive their 
impreſſions, there is no reaſon why, in a natural and 
phy ſical neceſlity, altrological predictions ſhould not ſuc- 
ceed and take effect, and by how much the knowledge 
which we have by the known cauſes is more demonſtra- 
tive and infallible than that which we have either b 
ſigns or effects, ſo much by this compariſon doth Aſtro- 
logy appear worthy to be preferred before phyſic Car- 
dan, who was an excellent Phyſician ſaith, ** If by the 
art of Aſtrology he had not better attained to the k now- 
ledge of his diſeaſe, than the Phyſician that would have 
adminiſtred to him by his ſkill, he had been aſſuredly 
cured by death, rather than preſerved alive by phyſic. 
vide his Comment upon Pol. Quadrip. From hence it 
appears it is neceſſary the Phyſician ſhould be ſkiiful in 
Aſtrology, but on the contrary, ex quoi ligno non fit Mer- 
curius, every Altrologer cannot be a Phyſician; if the 
nativity be but preciſely known, or if, but tmpus obla- 
tum or /upprſitum, and withal ſome notable accidents of 
ickneſs, danger of drowning, peril by fire, marriage, or 
other the like accidents may be foreſcen-—— But more in 
my next.

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Of the Eclipſes that will happen in this Year, 1773. 


OUR times to the inhabitants of this Earthly Globe 

will the two Great Lights of Heaven be deprived from 
their ſight, twice each luminary, as they were calculated 
and ſent to me by my aſtronomical friend, Mr. Henty 
Andrews, Teacher of the Mathematics at Royſton, in Hert. 
fordſhire, with whom youth may be buarded and made fit 
and ready for buſineſs, &c. : 

The firſt of theſe eclipſes is a partial one of the Moon, 
upon the 15th day of February, but inviſible to us in Eng- 
land, for with reſpect to London, our Metropolis, the mid- 
dle time of the-eclipſe happens a little after 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and will be quite over at half an hour paſt 4, 
which will be at leaſt 20 minutes before the Moon can rife, 
but in more eafterly ſituations ſhe will riſe eclipſed, as it 
will do more or Iſs in Germany, Poland, Denmark, Swe- 
den and Lapland. | 

The ſecond will be a ſolar defect on the iſt day of March, 
about our 10 at night, therefore inviſible at London, it is 
a great eclipſe to the South of the Line, where the Sun 1s 
viſible, 

The third is a lunar eclipſe, and happens on the 11th of 
Auguſt, at 10 minutes paſt 7 in the morning, therefore in- 
viſible to us in England, at the time of the greateſt defect, 
the Moon will be vertical to that part of the globe which 
lies in about 109 degrees of welt longitude from London, 
and in 14 cegrees and 48 minutes of ſouth latitude, and 
conſequently will be viſible both in North and South Ame- 
rica, where they will ſee her about 10 digits eclipſed pn her 
lower limb. 

The fourth and laſt is of the Sun, and happens on the 
26th of Auguſt, the ecliptic conjunction with reſpect to 
London, happens at 6 minutes paſt 5 in the morning, and 
Inviſible to us, for the viſible conjunction happens ſo much 
looner, that the eclipſe is quite over before the ſun can 
rife here in England. But in more eaſterly ſituations the 
Sun will be more or lefs eclipſed at his riſing, namely, in 
Sweden, Denmark and Germany, &c. and in 112 degrees 
20 minutes eaſt longitnde from London, and 68 degrees 
43 minutes north latitude, the inhabitants (if ſuch there = 
wi 
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will be entertained with a beautiful annular eclipſe pre- 
ciſely at noom, much like that which was ſeen on the Kentiſh 
Shore in England, and more ſo on the northern coaſt of 
France, upon the 1ſt cf April, 1764. 

From the above account it appears that we ſhall have no 
viſible. eclipſe this year (as well as not any in the laſt) to 
entertain us here in our Britiſh Ife, but for my reader's 
ſatisfaction, I will now predict that in the next enſuing 
year, 1776, we ſhall have a famous viſible total eclipſe of 
the Moon, and ſhould the air be clear, ſuch a one has not 
been ſeen in England for above 26 years paſt, 1t happens 
on the zoth of July, betwixt 11 and 12 at night, but 
enough at preſen:, | will (God willing) tell you more the 
next year, and ſo much for theſe invifivle eclipſes. 

Jadictum Aſtrologicum pro anno, 1775. 

Of the four Quarters of the year, and firſt of the winter 
Quarter, The winter quarter begins when the ſun comes 
to the firſt point of the Sign Capricorn, which happens on 
Wedneſday the 21ſt day of December, 1774, at 55 mi- 
nutes paſt 4 in the afternoon, at which time the Sign Piſ- 
ces, will be on the medium Cceli, and 14 deg. of Cancer, 
aſcending on the eaitern horizon, Saturn is then in 8 deg. 
of Libra, Mars in 11% of Virgo, and Jupiter in 6 deg. of 
Taurus retrograde applying to the trine of the Sun, and the 
Sun applying to the ſquare of Saturn. Under this poſition 
of the Heavens doth the Sun make that brumal ingreſs, and 
from the configurations therein will the affairs of Europe be 
influenced and governed the enſuing months of December, 
January and February, and the moſt part of March. In this 
figure we find ſix of the ſeven planecs under the earth, and 
Jupiter in the eleventh elevated above the reſt, which ſhews 
abundance of underhand claudeſtine practices in the courts 
and ſtates of Europe, with perjuies, violations, and 
breach of leagucs, or ſecmingly firm agreements ; and from 
hence the people's diſcontents in ſame entries will be ſtir- 
red up and animated to follow evil councils, tending to ſuch 
violent actions as will produce ſtrange hurties and contu- 
ſions, wars and other calamities to eir own ruin. And 
we further ſay, that there hath been, aud ſtill is a matter of 
great import contrived and carried on with a ſecreſy fit for 


ſoch a wicked deſign. But we hope that the Moon to the 
| trine 


trine of Venus ſhews the diſappointments of their paſt 
councils, and the trine of the Sun and Jupiter, ſhews it will 
be diſcovered by too much impudence and aſſurance of 
ſome of the managers, and too little of others. Great di- 
viſions will ariſe in Councils and Dyets, &c. much oppreſ- 
ion and cruelty in the countries under Scorpio and Aqua- 
rius, of which Sweden will have a miſerable ſhare, lyin 
in abundance for the ſervice of their Popiſh tool, his friends, 
and cauſe the Jaws complained of, becauſe they cannot 
carry on their deſigns openly to ruin the Proteſtant Church 
and ſtate without 1mpunity. 'Theſe poſitions and aſpeQs 
will produce a Winter diſtemper, which will afflict the 
breaſt and bowels, attended with a weakneſs and tremblin 
of the heart. And for the weather you may inſpe& the 
Calender. 


Here follows a PoeticaF Deſcription of the Winter. 


HEN the groſs porous earth yy Nature's {kill 
And human labour gave proud man his fill,

Of the SrRI&X G Quarter, | 
W HIC H takes it's beginning according to my ta- 
bles on Monday the 20th of March at 43 min. paſt 
6 in the evening, the Sun at that time entring the rſt point 
of Aries, at which time 16 deg. of Cancer culminates at 8 
deg. of Libra, aſcends the eaſt-rn finit. Saturn is poſited 
in 6 deg of Libra on the cuſp, Jupiter is in the 8th, Mars 
in the 11th, the Sun in the 6th, applying to the oppoſition 
of Saturn, Venus in the 7th, and Mercury on the cuſp in 
direct oppoſition to Saturn retrograde, and the Moon ap- 
plying to the oppoſition of Jupiter from the 2d, whoſe 
pleaſeth may ſet the figure, and now from a mature confi- 
deration of the whole, I ſay that the aſpe& of the Moon 
and Jupiter near the Pleiades, is an extraordinary poſition 
and aſpect, which will have as extraordinary effects Hen 
among others, you will hear of great lofſes to the mer- 
chants, ſhip.wrecks and loſs of the honeſt and induſtrious 
ſailor, as well by tempeſts as by pirates, diſcord between 
prieſts and people. Saturn in Libra in oppoſition to Mer- 
cury in Aries from the cuſp of the 1ſt and 7th, ſhews that 
altho' the defigns of the diſſenting party, have been pre- 
vented by the watchfulneſs and wiſdom of Government, 
yu they are reſtleſs, always grumbling and repining at the 
appy flate of the Government, inceſſantly ſowing ledition 
under the ſpecious pretences of their care and good-withes 
for the eee of the conſtitution in church and ſtate, 
but Mars being in the Sun's domal dignities, the true Ea- 
liſh Governors will not be impoſed upon by their inſinu- 
ating pretences to come into any meaſures with them that 
may tend to the ruin of their couutries, liberty and religion: 
but they have yet more work to do, for the Sun is haituin 
to the oppoſition of Saturn in Libra au human ſign ; the ſpirit 
of diſſention and ſedition is not yet caſt out, I here is plot- 
ting a deep deſign againſt the Government in particulas, 
and 
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and againſt the proteſtant religion and Engliſh. liberties in 
general, which deſign has been carried on for ſome time 
paſt, and ſtill is carrying on, under the Maſk of their great 
zeal for the church, and the preſervation of the liberties 
of their country, pretending that ſome of the rights are ra- 
ther abridged, and others threatned, and that ſome of our 
liberties are already taken away, and the reſt in danger ; by 
which lying pretences they impoſe on ſome credulous and 
inconſiderate perſons ſo far, that they will join with them in 
their abominable deſigns. The oppoſition of the Sun and 
Saturn concerns thoſe who would have thoſe degrees of 
Aries and Libra, Cancer or Capricorn on their aſcendant, 
Mid-heaven, Sun or Moon or any notable direction to, 
thoſe places. The preventional Lunation happens on the 
place cf the laſt oppoſition of the ſuperiors in 1773, and 
will be attended with ſome effects like thoſe which attended 
that oppoſition, viz, a ſtrange ſpirit of diſcord. amonglt 
mankind, againſt one another in the countries, ſubject to, 
or ſig ni ſied by thoſe ſigns. Hence devaſtations and other 
calamities uſaally attending the ſame, will be the ſad fate 
of tome of thoſe countries, inſurrections and robberies in 
Cities and towns, as well as on the highways, will be the 
ſhare of others; grumbling, repining, and complaint of 
want of trade, if not worſe in others. May the weſt and 
and north weſt of England be free from theſe misfortunes ; 
for Saturn retrograde upon the aſcendent, and near to the op- 
polite degree of any great conjuction hath always been ob- 
{crved by the learned Aſtrological Hiſtorians to produce 
great troubles and confuſions, as well in the councils of 

rinces and nations, as their conduct and actions, eſpeci- 
ally about the name of religion, which hath been always 
been made uſe of to cover the baſe deſigns as well of aſpi- 
ring perſons, as traitors and villains. The poſitions and 
aſpects will be attended with immature councils, diviſions 
among great men of ſuch councils. The common people 
heavy-hearted, commonicus in countries ſouth, ſouth eaſt, 
and eaſt from us. Vengeance is preparing for the perfi- 

ious, | fear a ſpring diſtemper more than ordinary a-

WHICH begins when the Sun toucheth the iſt ſeruple 
of the Tropical Sign Cancer, which happens this 
year, according to my calculations, on Wedneſday the 21ſt 
of Tune, at 54 min, paſt 4 in the afternoon, making the 


loa,e3 day std ſhorceft night to all people on this fide the 
Equator- 
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Equator. At the time of the Ingreſs the poſition and face 
of Heaven are as: follow : The aſcendent is Scorpio 21 deg, 
and the mid heaven is 12 deg. of Virgo, Mars in 19 deg, 
of Virgo, and Saturn in 2 deg. of Libra, both in the hs 4 


Venus in the goth, the Sun and Mercury in the 8th, Jupi- 


ter in the 7th, and the Moon in the 5th, departing from 
the trine of Venus, and applying to the ſquare of Mercury ; 
and at the preventional full Moon the Moon was applying 
20 the ſquaze of Saturn, and the poſtventional new moon the 
lights are both in fquare to Saturn, in ſquare to the place of 
the conjunction of the ſuperiors in Aries, from hence I ſay 
that all actions in general at preſent ſeem violent, and all 
human affairs are carried on with paſſion, quick motion 
and activity, Mars (whom ſome call the patron of miſchief) 
is angular in the 10, ſwift in motion in the domal dig- 
nities of Mercury, applying by conjunction to Saturn. 
What the granders af thele times cannot perform by 
ſlaughter and blood ſhed, they now intend to execute 
by deceit, fraud and diſſimulation; but note by the 
way, that not much of this Judgment appertains to 
England, but more particularly concerns thoſe nations 
who are already engaged in war, and hence theboor 
or countryman ſhall ſuffer much tribulation by means 
of their Kings and ſuperiors, and men of power in thoſe 
countries they inhabit. Much of this judgment wall be 
verified amongſt the Bohemians, and thoſe Italians living 
near the Alps, to ſome part of Sicilia under the Spaniards, 
little in thoſe territories belonging to the church of Rome, 
where the governors are exacting and tyrannous ; the Em- 
preſs of Ruſha her Vaſſals are lie to have hard meaſures 
from thoſe Minilters of State that govern them under her; 
the Dukedom of Lorcain, and many other provinces there- 
unto adjacent, eaſt or north eaſt from England, and un- 
thankful people repine and traduce the actions of a worthy 
Prince deſerving better things at their hands, plenty of 
male intelligence or falſe ramours torment the ſobermind- 
ed men, ſome whiſpering ſpirits ſet upon miſchief, report 
ill things from Ireland, but Poland and thoſe parts are moſt 
paſſive in calamities and differences; male underſtanding in 


Germany; matters there full of uncertainties ; we fear the 


rebels of Hungary advance in ftrength, the Hollanders 


near theſe times may expe great difficulty and uncertain- 


ty 
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yin their leagues with why Princes, and no very happy re- 
wras of their ſhipping from ſeveral parts, but this, Nihil ad n0s, 
hot Jupiter is now in Gemini, which brings honour, riches and gran- 
leur to our famous metropolis, and the heavens ſeem to bleſs our 
King with contentment, though ſome ſchiſmatical perſons wilt 
otherwiſe. 1 

The Autumnal Quarter begins this year the 23d day of Septem- 
der, at 19 minutes paſt 6 in morning, 4 degrees of Cancer, on 
the Mid-heaven, and 3 degrees of Libra aſcending; Jupiter in the 
gth, Mars and Venus in the zd, but the only untoward and malig- 
nant poſition in the ſcheme is the conjunction of the Sun, Saturn 
and Mercury in the aſcendant in the beginning of Libra; and in- 
deed this conjunction will influence the whole quarter, and in the 
main, I doubt, a little beyond it; the moon in the 12th applying to 
the ſquare of ſupiter, in the gth caght next to be confidered; they 
ue both of ill conſequence to mankind, one corrupts the under- 
landing and ſenſes, the other infects the life and conttitution of the 
body. I have a different opinion from Bonatus and othes of our 
Authors concerning the conjunction of the Sun, Saturn and Mer- 
cury, They make it to have a good effect, but I a bad one. They 
cry up great virtues among the great folkes. T ſay it will ſtir up 
thoſe vicioufly inclined to baſe and ſordid actions, as well among 
our ſuperiors as our equals, and this judgment I am led to from che 
effects ſuch poſitions have in the nativities of men of all degrees; for 
if they have an ill eſſect, and poĩſon the underſtanding in nativites, 
which 1 am ſatisfied they do, then it is reaſonable to believe they 
cannot have a good effect in a mundane revolutional ſcheme, bug 
on the contrary, do miſchief according to their nature and quality z 
and to prove this, I ſhall give you ſome example in the nativities of 
certain perſons that you may conſider at your leiſure. 5 

Then I do fay, by the influence of this poſition we mall have 
many wicked contrivances, and too much ingenious iniquitys 
New ways and tricks invented to cheat and deceive, and where fig 
inſinuations will not do, violence and open force muſt. And fu 
ther, I expect to hear of much robbing on the highways, ang 
alſo in cities and towns, and theſe mixed with murder, they being in 
an human ſign. The laſt thing I ſhall obſerve in this Ingreſs is the 
moon in the 12th in Virgo, and the other former poſitions ſhews & 
fickly Autumn by fevers and ſwellings about the throat, and alſo 
diſorders by coughs and diſtempered lungs, with gripings of the 
bowels and guts and pains in the reins and bladder, and fo I come tc 
give you what | promiſed as ahore, Conſtantine

Lachenfre, Prince of the thieves had at his birth a conjunction 
of the Sun and Mercury in o oofirii to Saturn. This was one 0 
| the greatcſt rogues that ever lived, for all manner of Villany, and 
at 37 years of age he was hanged in a gilded halter, See Gay, 
Trac 3: 1 could give you more of theſe, had I more room, but! 
| will give the nativity of my old friend and acquaintance Mr. Ro- 
dert White, who wrote his Ephemeris called the Cœleſtial Atlas, 
| and who died on June the 3d, 1773, aged almoſt $0 years. 
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| Iam very willing to have taken {ome pains on this natisity, but 
ny limits would not permit, only you may obſerve that Mercury, the 
datron of wit and ingenuity, is Lord of the Aſcendent is in his own 
lJomal dignities, ana likewiſe a conjunction of the Sun, Venus and 
Jupiter, in a cardinal ſign, ſhows wit and ingenuity, as the name
